It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the differences between the claims 
as filed and as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must be indentified as such by a heading, 
preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 19(1)." 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that claim.

UIM. SIM, serial number, etc, for reproducing and downloading a contents from network server. Although, 
these citations do not individually disclose all of the step of the claims, however, the steps of claim ! are 
similar to the steps certifying and downloading contents with terminal identification information provided 
from 01. Therefore claim 1 lacks an inventive step.
